(B y United Prs***) 
Pittsburgh, May lQ -T w en ty - 
ftve persons were overcome by 
carbon monoxide gas in the Lib­ 
erty tunnel 
leading from the 
south hills into down town P itts­ 
burgh today when two automo­ 
biles crashed 200 yards from the north 
entrance and Jammed traffic for a mile 
and a quarter to the south entrance. 
The accident was a direct result 
of the trolley strike as the Liberty 
tunnel is for both foot and vehicle 
traffic and thousands walk through 
the passage to work. 
When the two m achines crashed, 
other motor cars in the tunnel Jam ­ 
med passageways. 
M otorists failed 
to turn off their engines, believing 
the wreckage would soon be cleared 
up and carbon monoxide gas filled 
the air. 
Pedestrians and persons in auto­ 
mobiles were overcome by the deadly 
fumes. 
Ambulances and police pa­ 
trols were ordered to the tunnel, 
A mine rescue squad from the bu­ 
reau of mines 
headquarters 
were 
soon formed to carry ou t the victim s. 
Firem en with gas masks rushed Into 
the smoke filled tunnel carryin g out 
the III and unconscious persons. 
Houses in the vicinity of the tun­ 
nel were turned Into Temporary hos­ 
pitals. 
All of the victim s were re­ 
vived by first aid treatm ent.

AMERM AN FLEET TD AUSTRALIA 


A PROPOSAL to send the battle fleet in the Pacific and aux 
iliary craft on a cruise to Australia in July, 1925, is under con­ 
sideration at the navy department, 
All preparations so far are 
tentative, but some high navy officials favor sending virtually the 
entire Pacific fleet on such a cruise. 
It has been suggested that 
the warships leave the Pacific coast about July I of next year and 
return about September I. 
Plans for the maneuvers of the Atlantic scout fleet in the 
summer of 1925 also have been tentatively approved. 
They in­ 
volve sending the craft of that command, with the exception of 
four battleships, to the Pacific, where they will be joined by ships 
now assigned to those waters in maneuvers to be held probably in 
the vicinity of the Hawaiian Islands. 
Exercises between ships of the Atlantic fleet and the dirigible 
Shenandoah also are being planned for the summer training pe­ 
riod, and it is probable the maneuvers v ill take place off Newport, 
Ii. I.

The trouble with most of these peace plans is that they are 
merely advisory, and have no power to enforce their decisions— 
but if given power it would require the nation members of the 
court to produce that force, which might lead to war, rather than 
peace. It is a big question, but there can be found a solution if all 
the powers were sincere in finding away.—St. Cloud Journal-Pvess.

Dempsey also has a more powerful 
and more versatile offense than tiny fighter in tin* ring. 
The Cornell foothill team of the last three years has been another ex 
ample of the value of offense. 
(Iii Dubio sends ids teams out to get the jump 
and keep it and they have been abit to do it over throe very successful sea­ 
sons, although it is argued that the Cornel! teams have never had to defend 
themselves against a real formidable offense. 
Through three warm campaigns in the National League, John McGraw 
pushed the New York Giants through a pennant with an inferior pitching 
staff and it good 7(1 per cent of the defense in baseball is represented in the 
pitching. 
McGraw wax fortunate in possessing, through those campaigns, an* im­ 
pregnable infield and a very strong outfield, hut lie learned that, the greatest 
inner and outer defenses must fail sometimes when his pitchers could not 
prevent the opposing offense from dropping them where Ins defense could not 
get them. 
The Giant leader realized what a I; ( tor the pitching defense had become 
in the modern game and last, winter lie spent piles of money in gathering 
all the good prospects in the minor leagues, 
The results that lie secured in 
the early part of the pennant race from his young pitchers were highly satis­ 
factory. 
The St. Louis Cardinals, over : stretch of three years, have been a good 
example of tho failure of a powerful offense without some pitching defense. 
In the case of the Cards, there was represented an Inferiority of the defense 
both in pitching and in fielding strength. 
The Detroit. Tigers, last year, and the Cleveland Indians, so far tills 
year, have learned that it is necessary lo get some pitching and some defense, 
even if there are nine men on the field who can smack the bull, and smack ii 
hard, once in every three trips to the plate.
